The Association has long taken great pride in its support ol 
dental research from which have derived so many benefits—as from fluorida- 
tion—for the public ind the prolession Through its Council on Dental 
Research, the Association pioneered original research studies in the fields 
of dental materials and dental caries. For many years, the American 
Dental Association has maintained a staff of full-time research scientists 
it the National Bureau of Standards, Washington, D. C., for research in 
dental materials and related fields, and a full-time staff at the National 
Institute of Dental Research for the investigation of biologie problems in 
dentistry. The Council on Dental Therapeutics has carried on a pioneering 
program in the study and evaluation of therapeutic agents in dentistry 
ind, at the present time, is also carrying on research projects in this field 
The Bureau of Economie Research and Statistics has made many studies 
in various fields of dentistry, particularly in the professional and social 
fields. Most of the agencies of the Association, in faet, conduct research 
projects in the areas of their jurisdiction 

he Association had a major role in the federal legislation which led 
to the establishment of the National Institute of Dental Research as an 
integral part of the National Institutes of Health at Bethesda, Maryland 
As its first century ends, the Association is gratified that its legislative 
support has resulted in greatly increased federal appropriations tor dental 
research and for the authorization to construct the $3,700,000 building for 
the National Institute of Dental Research. This building is scheduled for 


dedication during the centennial year 


Practice. Almost from the beginning the Association has been actively 
engaged in aiding the improvement of dental practice and in making dental 
services available to all segments of the population. This program has 
is its core the motivation of the public to a greater appreciation of dental 
health and dental health services.

The Council on Dental Health gives its 
attention to practice management, the development of group programs 
under which accessibility to good dental care is provided to more and 
nore of the public, and to the integration of better dental health into 
the living standard of the nation. The Council on Dental Trade and 
Laboratory Relations maintains liaison on behalf of the Association with 


these important groups which contribute so substantially to the standards 


of dental practice. The Bureau of Keonomie Research and Statistics pro 
duces the measures against which the standards of performance in practice 
ind in other areas can be calculated 

ach year, under the general direction of the Couneil on Scientific 
Session, the Association conducts its annual sessions in various parts. of 
the United States with a seientifie program employing all of the modern 
methods of presentation. The Association also has a great interest in 
the development of dental services in hospitals of all types and for this 
reason maintains the Couneil on Hospital Dental Service which inspect 
and approves dental services in- the hospitals of the United States. Also 
available for the improvement of dental practice are the serviees and 
facilities of the Bureau of Library and Indexing Service. This Bureau main 
tains the 12,000 volume library of the Association, provides information 
by mail in “package libraries” to thousands of practitioners, operates. the 
Library from which are available motion pieture films shide 
provides for the purchase of books and magazines and compiles the qua 
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rly [net of the Dentai Litera vhich x Il current pubh- 
ition in the English language nd to most languages. The 
\ssociation, of course through the dental schools and its constituent ind 
component societies, encourages the development of refre sher, graduate 
ind postgr iduate courses in all phases of dentistry so that the practitione
